Glen  Park  Fire  Disaster 

A  fire  occurred  on  May  9,  1985  in  the  flat 
above  the  Glen  Park  Hardware  at  687 
Chenery.  The  fire  was  caused  by  a  dropped 
cigarette.  Total  losses  are  estimated  at 
about  $100,000  for  damage  to  both  the 
building  and  the  contents  of  both  levels. 

The  residents  were  safely  evacuated;  their 
pet  cat  was  the  only  victim.  The  resi- 
dents have  secured  temporary  housing,  and 
hope  to  return  to  their  home  within  6-8 
weeks  when  repairs  are  completed. 

Unfortunately,  the  hardware  store  was 
severely  damaged  by  smoke  and  water.  Hal 
&  Susy  Tauber,  the  proprietors,  hope  to 
reopen  in  2-3  months. 

Hal  &  Susy  want  to  express  their  gratitude 
for  the  concern  shown  by  neighborhood 
residents.  Many  neighbors  have  offered 
them  assistance.

Traffic  Battie  Continues 


The  City  has  plans  to  repair  both  Diamond 
and  Chenery  Streets,  though  actual  repair 
is  months,  if  not  years,  away.  Diamond  is 
a  concrete  street,  and  is  very  expensive 
to  repair/reconstruct.  Mr.  Gordon  Wong  of 
the  Bureau  of  Engineering — Division  of 
Streets  and  Highways,  said  that  Diamond 
will  be  a  capital  improvement  project, 
meaning  this  repair  project  must  be  funded 
entirely  by  the  City.  Unfortunately, 
Diamond  is  not  a  street  that  is  in  the 
Federal  Urban  Aid  System,  so  no  federal 
dollars  can  be  allocated. 

It  is  unclear  whether  Diamond  will  be 
repaired,  resurfaced  or  reconstructed. 
The  Traffic  and  Parking  Committee  of  the 
GPA  will  do  all  it  can  to  have  Diamond 
reconstructed.  This  would  include  removal 
of  the  existing  concrete  surface  and  as- 
phalt patches,  excavation  of  soil,  place- 
ment of  drain  rocks  as  a  sub-base  and  an 
all  new  concrete  surface.  Neither  repair 
nor  resurfacing  would  correct  the  erosion 
caused  by  both  the  winter  rains  and  the 
natural  springs  under  Diamond  Street. 

It  will  probably  take  a  year  for  the  funds 
to  be  allocated.  Utility  clearances  from 
PG&E,  Pacific  Bell,  Viacom  Cable  and  the 
Water  Department  will  take  a  few  months, 
so  the  best  estimate  of  a  smoothly  sur- 
faced Diamond  Street  is  over  a  year  away! 

Chenery  Street  is  also  scheduled  for  re- 
pair. Lou  Colzani  of  DPW  has  had  his  crew 
patching  cracks  and  filling  potholes, 
though  these  are  just  stop-gap  measures. 
Gordon  Wong  stated  that  Chenery  is  in- 
cluded in  a  resurfacing  program,  but  that 
utility  clearances  are  needed  before  work 
can  begin.  Once  the  utility  companies 
check  their  schedules  for  work  on  Chenery, 
and  give  their  clearances,  work  may  begin. 
The  completion  of  resurfacing  Chenery  is 
estimated  at  "sometime  this  year."  It  is 
not  clear  if  "this  year"  is  the  1985  cal- 
endar year  or  the  '85- '86  fiscal  year!

Thank  you  to  all  the  Glen  Park  residents 
who  have  contacted  the  GPA  Traffic  and 
Parking  Chair,  Katie  Flynn,  regarding 
problem  traffic  areas  in  the  neighborhood. 
The  DPW  has  been  contacted  about  six  areas 
of  concern,  and  has  responded  to  three  of 
the  six. 

The  three  areas  of  traffic  concerns  to 
which  DPW  has  responded  include  the  fol- 
lowing streets:  Chenery/Mateo  &  Chenery/ 
Roanoke;  Bemis/Mof f itt/Roanoke ;  and  Arling- 
ton between  Randall  and  Richland/Miguel 
Streets.  The  GPA  Traffic  and  Parking 
Committee  suggested  alternative  solutions, 
but  had  requested  stop  signs  as  one  sol- 
ution for  each  area.  For  these  three 
areas,  DPW  refused  to  place  stop  signs 
because  stop  signs  are  used  for  inter- 
sections where  right-of-way  is  unclear  and 
confusing. 

We  requested  that  a  stop  sign  be  placed  on 
Chenery  at  Roanoke  and/or  Mateo  to  slow 
down  traffic  along  Chenery,  and  also  pro- 
vide for  safer  turns  onto  Chenery  from  the 
above  mentioned  cross-streets.  DPW  has 
agreed  to  our  minimum  proposal  which  is 
the  painting  of  red  zones  at  those  inter- 
sections. These  intersections  are  in  a 
non  D-sticker  area,  and  fill  up  quickly 
Monday  through  Friday.  Red  zones  will 
prevent  cars  from  parking  right  up  to  the 
intersections,  and  increase  motorists' 
visibility  at  these  blind  corners.  The  Red 
zones  should  be  painted  soon. 

The  GPA  Traffic  and  Parking  Committee's 
solutions  included  painting  a  yellow  or 
white  lane  divider  line  and/or  placing  a 
stop  sign  at  Highland.  The  DPW's  reply  to 
these  suggestions  was:

Conservatory  Landscape 

Delays 

Have  you  been  wondering  about  the  status 
of  the  Monterey  Conservatory  Park  grounds? 
Why  wasn't  the  landscaping  completed  last 
Spring  as  scheduled?  Will  the  easement 
leading  to  Joost  be  included  in  the  land- 
scaping? 

George  Swann,  the  city  landscape  archi- 
tect, estimated  the  project  cost  at 
$140,000  in  October  1984.  Unfortunately, 
only  on  contractor  bid  on  the  project  at 
$204,000.  Mr.  Swann's  office  has  now  sent 
out  alternate  proposals  for  bids  which 
would  re-open  the  bidding  process  by  al- 
lowing contractors  to  bid  on  parts  of  the 
project.  Bids  will  be  accepted  for  a  30 
day  period  starting  May  15th. 

Depending  on  the  result  of  the  bids, 
Swann's  office  will  then  consider  alter- 
natives such  as:  eliminating  the  Joost 
easement  landscaping,  eliminating  the  park 
fencing  where  adjacent  neighbors  already 
maintain  a  fence,  or  installing  fewer  but 
larger  sprinkler  heads.  Tim  Lilyquest, 
assistant  to  the  head  of  the  Department  of 
Parks  and  Recreation,  has  stated  that  the 
neighborhood  would  be  consulted  concerning 
any  pending  changes. 

Our  neighborhood  does  have  options!  If  we 
decide  that  the  proposed  changes  are  unac- 
ceptable, we  can  solicit  additional  funds 
at  the  next  open  space  hearing  in  October. 
We  can  also  consider  starting  the  project 
and  completing  it  in  segments  with  or 
without  neighborhood  labor.  Sunnyside  is 
fortunate  to  have  Ted  Kipping  as  an  adja- 
cent property  owner.  Ted  is  a  well  known 
Bay  Area  tree  chopper,  and  has  offered  to 
supervise  the  neighborhood  in  landscaping 
our  Park.

Unlicensed  Auto 
Repair  Shops 


Unlicensed  auto  repair  shops  operating  in 
residential  areas  are  a  city-wide  head- 
ache. Many  Glen  Park  residents  know  that 
our  neighborhood  is  not  immune  to  this 
problem.  The  vehicles  being  repaired  (or 
stored  and  raided  for  parts)  take  up 
parking  space  and  are  often  unsightly. 
Chemicals  and  gasoline  create  serious  fire 
hazards,  and  the  noise  can  drive  the 
neighbors  nuts. 

There  are  ways  you  can  fight  back.  Your 
first  step  is  to  call  Community  Boards  at 
821-2470,  to  see  whether  you  can  negotiate 
the  shop  away.  If  negotiation  isn't  pos- 
sible, you  need  to  make  three  more  phone 
calls : 

1)  Call  the  police  at  553-0123  for 
parking  violations  and  tow  requests.  The 
police  can  only  take  immediate  action  when 
city  streets  and  sidewalks  are  involved. 
They  cannot  go  onto  private  property. 

2)  Call  the  fire  department  at  861-8000 
if  you  suspect  flammable  materials 
(paints,  fuel,  solvents,  etc.)  are  being 
improperly  stored  or  mishandled.  Unlike 
the  police,  the  fire  inspector  can  go  onto 
private  property  and  issue  an  immediate 
citation  if  s/he  believes  a  sufficient 
hazard  exists. 

3)  Call  the  zoning  department  at  558-3661 
and  report  the  situation.  They  will  send 
you  paperwork  to  file  a  complaint.  In 
chronic,  dangerous  cases  they  will  empower 
the  police  department  to  enter  private 
property  and  immediately  close  the  place. 

Obviously,  if  several  people  are  following 
this  three-step  plan  along  with  you, 
you'll  carry  more  weight  (and  feel  better, 
too).  Don't  naively  assume  you'll  shut 
down  the  shop  overnight.  The  city's 
wheels  are  slow  to  move.  But  once  they 
get  moving,  they're  also  hard  to  stop. 
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We  could  not  justify  painting  a  cen- 
ter line  on  Arlington  Avenue,  Arling- 
ton is  a  local,  low-volume  street. 
Our  review  of  the  accident  history 
shows  that  no  accidents,  preventable 
by  a  painted  centerline,  have  oc- 
curred in  the  past  five  years.  In 
addition,  this  street  is  wide  enough 
for  the  safe  and  orderly  movement  of 
two-way  traffic  without  a  painted 
centerline. 

Although  children  play  in  this  area, 
a  centerline  would  not  provide  any 
added  safety.  The  main  function  of 
streets  is  to  move  automobile  traf- 
fic. Therefore,  for  maximum  safety, 
children  should  be  advised  against 
playing  in  the  streets. 

One  thing  which  should  be  noted — accident 
reports  are  compiled  by  the  police,  and 
the  police  do  not  come  to  the  scene  of  an 
accident  unless  bodily  harm  has  happened. 
So,  looking  at  accident  statistics  doesn't 
show  the  whole  picture. 

Reminder:  If  you  notice  streets  in  disre- 
pair or  traffic  problems  in  Glen  Park, 
please  contact  Katie  Flynn  at  586-0330, 
the  GPA  Traffic  and  Parking  Chair.  Mateo 
St.  was  recently  repaired;  the  tar  spill 
was  reheated  and  sand  was  applied.  This 
will  end  the  dangerous  skidding  and  fish- 
tailing  on  the  slick  tar! 

Bernie  Kelly  has  been  contacted  about 
visibility  problems  at  his  construction 
site  at  Bosworth  and  Chilton  Sts.  He  will 
try  to  keep  lumber  and  drywall  supplies 
from  blocking  visibility  up  Bosworth  for 
those  motorists  turning  onto  it  from  Chil- 
ton. Thanks  again  to  those  residents  who 
contacted  Katie  and  helped  her  do  some  of 
the  work! 


Watch  For  The  Cop 


Imminent  Demise  of  the  Chenery  Street 
Sprints — As  some  people  have  unhappily 
discovered,  a  motorcycle  police  officer  is 
now  patrolling  Chenery  Street  between 
Diamond  and  Miguel  Sts.  Several  serious 
accidents  and  numerous  neighborhood  com- 
plaints (excessive  speed  and  U-turns  in 
this  low-visibility  area)  inspired  this 
assignment.  The  officer  will  continue  to 
work  Chenery  Street  until  speed  reductions 
are  documented.  [Don't  say  we  didn't  warn 
you.  ]
